the idea of an income tax we 
pualify it with exemptions end 
graduation in order to give it 
the’ faintest resemblance of eq:ti- 
ty. This shows that, oadlv ap- 


plied, it would ‘te the most un- 


just principle of taxation that 
ever wes. 

However we deal with cxemp- 
tions and qualifications, we nev- 
er succeed in getting the tax 
completely equitable. If two men 
have each $65,000, bur ons of 
them is ra#sing| a large family to 
be useful citizens at great ex- 
pense, and the other only bas 
one child,, their taxable income is 
not the same in strict cyuity. 
Where an income tax is really bur- 
densome such inequities become 
glaring in their effucts. 

Another inequality in the tax 
is that if there is the will to 
dodge it, the machinery of prev- 
enting the dodging would soon 
become so expensive as to de- 
stroy the value of the tax alto- 
gether. This means that the man 
who sets out deliberately to do- 
dge the income | tax will always 
be successful in doing so. Sinug- 
gling income through the cust- 
oms: is an easy and jucrative 
form of crime, and one to which 
very little: moral stim. attach- 
es. A great many people would 
pay (some do pay) income tax 
twice upon parts of ther income, 
if the keen personal motiv: to 
avoid thes were absent. Sim:lar- 
ly, a great many people escape 
payment on a part of their in- 
come in the absence of any keen 
personal motive to pay. 

In addition to these incquitics 
of application which tnord or. less 
apply to alt taxes~in some form 
or another,: the income tax has 
two seridus defects. The frst, 
which particularly applies to a 
country like Canada, is the e.- 
ormous cost of its collection 
compared with the amount of re 
venue derived. It is‘’a_ highly 
wasteful tax in this respect, ea- 
pecially at the beginming, ‘he 
‘overhead expenses decrease the 
net profit from the tax too 
much. 

The other’ defect is the kind of 
wealth: from which it is with- 
drawn. It is not taken from n>» 
cessary expenditure, of‘course. It 
does not, touch expenditure on 
luxuries as a wise tariff dvs. 
No greater mistake could te ma 
de than to imagine that the in- 
come, tax curbs injurious fuxgury. 
Any luxuries which it dovs touch

of the greatest is that'it takes 
directly from the sum of the in- 
come of individuals what -is_nec- 
essary for their joint expendit- 
, ure as a community. If it only 
did this equitatly and cheaply 
no better form) of taxation could 
| pe devised. But jt ‘has to tre 
limited in amouni lest its imeq 
uities in practice should become 
too glaring in their hardships. 
Another merit is that once — 
have become accustomed to it 
they do not feel its pressure. 
They only feel sudden and viol- 
ent increases which are certainly 
to be avoided. For the same 
reason it is easily'expanded to} 
bring in more revenue if it be 
done gradually. But it is apt to 
lead, if unwisely used to gover- 
nment extravagance without cur- 
bing individual waste. Great 
\Britain’s enjoyment of an in- 
come tax, has been accompanied 
by a marked preference for the 
employment of Scotsmen and 
Jews as her chancellors of the 
exchequer. \ 
To impcrt into the discussion 
of an income tax any considera- 
tions of democratic ethics is what 
only’ the cheapest kind of politi- 
cian Would te guilty of at any 
time. It is purely a matter of 
business convenience and advant- 
ages upon which opinions are 
likely to differ, and differ very 
considerably. It was thus that 
the matter was introduced and 
discussed in‘ parliament. War 
time may not be a good time 
to introduce this method of tas- 
ation, but war makes it) iunper- 
itive to secure ‘all the cevenue 
that is possible. ~~
